The drawings are objected to because: in Figures 1-4 the "," is used as a decimal point 
which conforms to European mathematical practice. The "," should be changed to so as to 
conform to US mathematical practice for the decimal point. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

19 and 21 are improper dependent claims because they add an element. See MPEP 21 1 1 .03 for 
the proposition that "[a] claim which depends from a claim which "consists of the recited 
elements or steps cannot add an element or step." 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 13,14, 20, and 21 are allowed over the art of record.
